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DEADLY VIRUS, 
LOST 30 YEARS, 
FOUND AGAIN; 
STILL POTENT 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. 
—A virus 
•o deadly that one ten-billionth of 
* drop will kill rats is the center 
I of a fiction-like revelation from the 
' University of Michigan laborator­ 
ies today. 
The virus, whose effect on hu­ 
man beings in unknown, was first 
discovered in 1909 by Dr. Fred­ 
erick G. 
Novy, the university’s 
famed bacteriologist. 
The virus, so deadly that it 
killed a set of experimental rats 
every 48 to 72 hours, was watched 
closely for IO years. In a change 
of laboratory personnel sometime 
after World War I. the test tubes 
containing the virus were lost. 
Found Again In ’51 
Late in 1951, during a “ house­ 
cleaning" session in the lab, an 
old corrugated paper box, contain­ 
ing 25 test tubes, was found. Dr. 
Novy, then 86 and retired, was 
consulted. 
His supicions aroused. Dr. Novy 
directed experiments that led to 
the announcement that not only 
had the virus been found, 
but 
that, contrary to scientific belief, 
it was still alive. 
Though it had lost some of its 
potency during the third of a cen­ 
tury, the virus still killed 75 per 
cent of the laboratory rats in 
three to ll days. 
Resufne Odd Tests 
Dr. 
Novy immediately set to 
work and is now completing a 
comprehensive report on the mi­ 
cro - organism from laboratory 
notes originally made over 40 years 
•go. 
When the virus originally was 
diacovered. 
laboratory 
assistants 
were charged every third day with 
taking blood from a batch of dying 
rodents and infecting healthy spe­ 
cimens. The routine that lasted 
more than IO years, was thought 
necessary to keep the virus alive. 
The heavy pressure of research 
and teaching prevented Dr. Novy 
from freely investigating the spe­ 
cimen. 
And 
rn 
the 
personnel 


change, the infected rats were al­ 
lowed to die and the tubes were 
lost. 
Old Tubes Found 
Dr. Novy rose to the deanship 
of the medical school and then re­ 
tired in 1935 at the age of 70, the 
while periodically urging students 
8nd investigators to be alert for 
rats that died mysteriously hoping 
to find again a living strain of the 
virus. 
The 
story 
was 
about ended 
lingering only in the minds of the 
most interested, when the house 
cleaning turned up the tubes, still 
bearing labels, yellow with age. 
The test tubes and their brown 
deposits were ground up and a salt 
solution was added. The dried rat 
blood was then extracted and in­ 
jected into five lots of living rats 
When it was established that the 
deadly virus was still alive, Dr. 
Novy came out of retirement to 
Join the investigation. 
At 88, the Chicago-born doctor, 
the only living student of Louis 
Pasteur in this country, is once 
again directing the vital research 
program he started more than 40 
years ago.

The early single and double tu­ 
lip are among the most highly bred 
flowers known; excelling in the 
brillance of their coloring, the uni­ 
formity of height, and flowering 
season How they were produced so 
long ago, in color, form and habit 
so different from parent varieties. 
is a puzzle to modern plant breeders. 
Tall, late tulips have appeared in 
many named varieties for the first 
time, since the end of the world 
war. They have much longer stems, 
and larger flowers than the early 
! doubles. They are not so well suited 
to planting in formal beds, but fit 
gracefully into the informal border 
arrangements which are in fashion 
now. 
They are called “peony flowering” 
because some varieties have flowers 
large and beautiful enough to rival 


the peonies, which come weeks later 
Mount Tacoma, a double white, is 
especially worthy of this comparison, 
growing on stems 24 inches tall, and 
bearing a pure white fully double 
flower. 
Many other colors are offered in 
the late double group. Eros, a pink. 
is one of the most popular, a deep

Other varieties give a wide range

First, to gain worth­ 
while benefits, the soil must be 
worked into a prepared seedbed. 
Second, far more of the chemical 
must be applied per unit of area 
than any manufacturers advised. 
For example, in tests made at the 
North Carolina 
Experiment Sta­ 
tion, it was found that from 25 to 
50 pounds of the active conditioner 
must be used to 1.000 square feet 
of soil to a depth of six Inches 
to produce beneficial results. Thus, 
a brand of conditioner composed of 
25 per cent active ingredient must 
be applied at rates of IOO to 200 
pounds per 1.000 square feet to 
correct soil hardness. The per­ 
centage 
of 
active 
ingredients 
varied greatly among the different 
brands. 
At the general average prices at 
which these first conditioners sold, 
it would cost approximately $5,200 
an acre to improve soil to a 
depth of six inches or around $125 
per 1.000 square feet. Most of these 
tests indicated that improvement 
to a depth of one inch would cost 
5950 to $1,000 an acre. 
Tests further proved that the 
conditioning chemicals are more 
effective 
in solution form than 
then they are applied as powder. 
This fact, however, need not re­ 
main true in the future as brands 
are improved or new kinds are de­ 
veloped. It should be remembered 
in this and other phases of the 
matter that soil conditioners are 
still in the experimental stage and 
few 
principles 
are yet 
demon­ 
strated into established truths. 
Therefore, early “ triers” should 
not condemn all or any soil con­ 
ditioning chemicals because their 
first 
investment 
proved 
ineffec­ 
tive. But to date this one fact 
has been Droved. Costs must be 
reduced and methods of soil prep­ 
aration and rates of application 
studied further before even the 
most reliable brands of condition­ 
ers will be practical and economi­ 
cal.

VALUE OF SOIL C ONDITIONERS 
1952 brought something new to 
the public eye and purse — chem­ 
ical soil conditioners. Advertise­ 
ments of these ranged from truth­ 
ful statements to claims so fan­ 
tastic that truth was almost lost in 
the scuffle and the public driven 
to the general conclusion that all 
soil conditioners were worthless. 
What are the tatts? 
Of the 28 products offered during 
the past year, both success and 
failure have been reported. Th** 
failures, perhaps, may be blamed 
entirely 
on 
manufacturers 
and 
their 
exuberant 
advertising 
claims Successes were attained in 
at leas* a modest degree wherever 
any of the chemicals were tested 
But in no instance did results 
measure up to the expectations oi 
the time when the first brands 
were announced The trouble oc­ 
curred in two main phase* of the 


matter: 
<a> Adverse soil condi­ 
tion or 
inadequate 
preparation; 
«b» Insufficient rate of applica­ 
tion. 
There was a general note of bu- 
per-opttmism in most soil condi­ 
tioner advertising that led raders 
to the impression that the chemi­ 
cal. with varying rates of dilution, 
depending on the kind or brand, 
could be sprinkled or scattered 
over hard, thin soils and within a 
few hours work semi-mlracies hr 
mellowing the hard ground into a 
fertile loam, Of course, fairness 
must be admitted to absolve a few 
companies' from such fraudulent 
intents. It was perhaps the jack­ 
leg producers which brought the 
stigma of doubt into the public 
mind and led to general condem­ 
nation of all soil conditioners. 
Scientific tests over the year es­ 
tablished 
two 
fairly 
permanent 
principles about soil conditioning 


PREVENT VEGETABLE 
DISEASES 
Almost 
all vegetable 
diseases 
are carried to plants by one or 
more of seven means: 
1. On the seed. 
2. In the seed. 
3 In bed or garden soils. 
4 
By air. 
5 Bv insects. 
6 
By contact. 
7. In infected litter. 
One or more well known ex­ 
amples are here cited to indicate 
effective methods of prevention. 
Beginners in vegetable gardening 
will notice that “ prevention” not 
| “cure" is stressed. 
Bacterial blight of peas is an 
example of a seed-borne disease. 
Here, 
as 
with 
anthracnose 
ot 
beans, prevention lies in buying 
seed grown in the Far West where 
I the trouble does not prevail. 
Black rot and black leg of cab­ 


bage are diseases that are carried 
in the seed. Herein is explained 
why the hot-water method of seed 
disinfection is recommended for 
cabbage seed before planting. 
Cabbage yellows and clubroot 
are prominent diseases carried in 
bed and growing soils. To avoid 
such dangers a twofold course of 
prevention is necessary. Sterilize 
plant bed soil and rotate suscep­ 
tible 
vegetables 
to 
clean 
soils 
every year. In some cases growing 
resistant varieties is advisable. 
It is probable that late blight of 
tomatoes and potatoes is one of 
the most widely known examples 
of a disease carried mainly by air. 
Other fungous diseases may be in­ 
cluded in this group. In most cases 
spraying or dusting with a suit­ 
ably effective fungicide when the 
spores begin to arrive will pre­ 
vent entrance of the fungi into the 
plant’s tissures. 
Insects, particularly sap-sucking 
j pests, carry many virus diseases, 
i of which mosaic is an outstanding 
example. A Diam louse that moves 
I from 
an 
infected 
to a healthy 
I plant may carry the virus with it. 
j In fact, control of insects is one of 
the 
most 
effective 
methods of 
curbing 
moasic 
outbreaks. 
Of 
course, all infected plants should 
be promptly removed and burned 
Anthracnose of beans not only 
results from planting seed that 
contains the disease organisms but 
the infection may be spread from 
diseased to healthy plants on the 
hands and clothes of the gardener 
as he walks through, cultivates or 
harvests beans while the foliage 
is wet with dew or rain This is a 
well known example of a disease 
spread by contact. 
In general most vegetable di­ 
seases that live over winter in bed 
or field soils likewise survive in 
infected plant debris left on or 
near 
the 
garden after 
harvest 
time. Late 
blight of 
celery, certain 
leaf spots of cucurbits, and mil­ 
dews are examples. This fact ex 
plains why such litter should be 
burned 
before 
winter 
and 
not 
plowed under or placed on the 
compost heap. 
One of the most destructive di­ 
seases carried by insects is cucum­ 
ber and squash wilt. The organ­ 
isms live over winter in the bodies 
of hibernated adult striped cucum­ 
ber beetles and 
are spread to 
young plants the following summer 
in droppings of the geedmg bee­ 
tles. 
Numerous weeds serve as host 
prims Tor morale of vegetables 
and bramble hulls. Garden sani­ 
tation — eradication of all weeds 
from adjoining areas — must be 
stressed in campaigns to reduce 
the toll of diseases.

The important “ when” of prun­ 
ing 
is 
often 
overlooked. 
Fruit 
trees should be pruned before dor­ 
mant spraying is done, prederably 
in late January or early February. 


Bramble fruits are pruned in 
summer soon after berries are 
harvested, 
Because the 
old or 
bearing canes will not bear again, 
I they should at that time be cut off 
at 
the 
ground, 
removed 
and 
j burned. All the plant strength is 
thereafter thrown into the new 
' canes on which the next year’s 
I fruit will be borne. 
Grapes vines should be pruned on 
a mild day in late January before 
sap begins to rise. 
Flowering shrubs are pruned ac- 
| cording to thier habits’of bloom. 
Most early flowering sorts are 


j pruned in early summer after their 
blooms fade: most late flowering 
kinds are pruned in late winter. 
For example, if a lilac is pruned 
before it blooms, every branch that 
is removed 
represents potential 
j flowers. 
Shade trees require little or no 
j pruning. 
Here 
the 
inveterate 
pruner ofter, commits his greatest 
pruning crimes. He prunes just to 
prune. 
He 
forgets there 
is no 
merit in the operation but that 
pruning must always be based on 
a clearly determined purpose. If 
such a purpose cannot be seen 
first, then pruning should not be 
attempted.
